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This IS a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 83 filed November 14, 2003, to waive the rules 
■ and accept the correction of the assignee on the front page of the above-identified patent. This is 
also a decision on the reconsideration petition under 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 82, filed November 1 4 2003 to 
reprint the assignees' names on the ft-ont page of the Letters Patent. 

The petifion under 37 CFR 1 . 183 to correct the assignee information is GRANTED 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 82 to reprint the front page of the Letters Patent is GRANTED 

Petifioner is advised that it is the practice of the U. S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) to 
issue a certificate of correction to correct an error on the part of an application in those cases 
where the assignee or attorney data is incorrect or was inadvertently not provided at the time of 
payment of the issue fee or the inventor's name is misspelled or otherwise incorrect Note 37 
CFR 1.323 and MPEP 1482 (35 U.S.C. 255), which states:
